The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose the invention as claimed. In particular, 
reference to Chu's 810 and Khrustaleve's 5 10 are the closest prior art but fail to disclose that a 
liquid line irrigator is connected to the liquid line, and the liquid line irrigator extends along of 
the capillary wick to dispense liquid to the capillary wick in combination with other limitations 
in the claims.
